The contention of n number of our most prominent 
breeders and turfmen, who have always the best in- 
terests of t lie turf at heart, that there are entirely 
too many rare* at distances commonly called sprint- 
ing distances and too few at longer routes, the true 
"lamina test for a race horse, is borne out by the 
following compilation of the number of races run 
over the various recognised race tracks of the 
United States. Canada. Mexico and Cuba during the 
past thn*e years. 

It will lx* seen from these figures that three- 
> iwarters of a mile and five and a half furlongs are 
the iiopular distances for ra<-es on this side of the 
.Atlantic. In 1916 there were 1.529 races at three - 
quarters of a mile and 1.019 at five and a half fnr- 
I .ngs out of a total of 6.698 races run at all dis- 
tances. The figures for 1917 show 1.386 races at 
three -quarters and Ml at five and a half furlongs, 
while last year there were 904 at three-quarters and 
5S4 at five-eighths. The decrease in races at those 
distances the last two years compared to 1910 was 
dr.,* to the more or less curtailment of racing on 
account of the Great War and not to an increase 
in races at other distances. 

Then- were a profiort tonally good number of races 
run at one mile and from thereon up to and includ- 
ing a mile and a sixteenth. Then dimes a decided 
drop. At one mile and an eighth the average num- 
ber of r ices for the jmst three years was 143. while 
-t a mile a mi a quarter it was sixty-eight and only 
s'x nt n mil** and a half. 

However, there has been a tendency of late to 
promote and encourage racing at longer distances 
than the so-called sprinting distances, with the 
result that racing associations now in many in- 
stances provide a program comprised of races at 
one mile or over exclusively. The Jockey Club last 
year took a step in the right direction when it 
passed a rule making it obligatory for racing asso- 
ciations under its jurisdiction to include on its 
program a long distance race daily.

NEW ORLEANS. La.. January 26. — Even without 
more rain it will in all probability be the middle 
of the week before the Fair Grounds race track 
gets in anything like good condition, and “path 
racing” again will be the order of the day for the 
next few days. The sun shone warm all day 
today, but it did not even get the water off the 
course. It was “floated” last night in an effort 
to make it drain faster, but to no avail.

Placide Frigerlo had the "dogs” up 
today, and what horses were worked had to use 
the extreme outside. 

Willi the “path racing’* the task of selecting win- 
ners has been a difficult one for the followers 
of form, and to make tlie situation more complex 
some horses which come down along the inner rail 
win and this causes the jockeys to become Ix*- 
wildered as to what part of the track to guide 
their mounts into. A majority of the winners 
finish away on the outside, this being especially 
true of horses gifted with sujx*rior early s|xx*d. 
They get to the “path” soon after the start and 
establish too big a lead for their opixments to 
catch them. 

The two-year-old racing has been formful. con- 
sidering the adverse track conditions, but as yet 
the only two-year-old shewn wilich s4*ems to 
possess more than the usual amount of sjx*ed is 
Miss Jemima. E. Rowe’s daughter of Black Toney 
The Two-J’ liar-olds are becoming accus- 
tomed to running wide and their owners and train- 
ers fear that this will prove harmful to them 
when the going gets fast and their jockeys try 
to keep them on the inside. 

This week’s feature offering will be the Mangin 
Handicap, to be run on next Saturday. It will 
have an added value of $1,500. is for three-year- 
olds and its distance is one mile. It drew twelve 
nominations, and racing secretary Joe McLennan 
will allot the weights to lx* carried next Wednesday.
